New OrveEans, Sept. 7.—[By the As- 
sociated Press.}] The laurels have 
shifted and John L. Sullivan has had 
some new sensations. So bas James J. 
Corbett. One has been knocked off the 
pedestal of the pugilistic champion- 
ship and. the other has climbed into bis 


where. 
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place. The California heavy weight, 
Corbett, has knocked out the champion, 
John L. Sullivan, and won besides some 
$35,000. Furthermore, it appeared to 
spectators, if the truth be told, as 
though Corbett won easily. 

The impression left by the rapid 
spectacle. is that Sullivan was at no 
moment in the path of success, and the 
physical evidences of this were appar- 
ent atthe finish. Corbett, the winner, 
at the moment of his victory, was keen, 
quick and alert in every round. Alb 
though marked by bruises and blood, 
his face was aglow with a steady inter- 
est. His face wore a half smile, and he 
wds ready to attack his foe with a 
ferocious force, so that had that foe 
been able to rise there were conditions 
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of victory. 


Sullivan was. reeking with blood, 
smashed, bruised, jellied and nearly, if 
not quite, insensible. These were the 
evidences of defeat and it was when 
these had been established that the 
laurels shifted and a new man had been 
born in the championship. 

Why was Sullivan dethroned? He, 
himself, had contributed to the causes 
of his own downfall. If his life had 
known no excess Sullivan would have 
been able to fight and struggle more

Sullivan came forward tonight into 
the glare of twenty electric lights, his 
senses fed by the shouts of those who 
jvill flout him now. If the majority 
believed in him, why shonld not the 
champion believe in himself? So while 
they yelled with worshiping plaudits 
he sat down in his corner, and with 
easy interest scanned the powerful fel- 
low opposite. 

Somehow there is a homage in the 
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case 
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eager atteition the trainers bestow 
upon their champion, and tonight, while 
Sullivan enjoyed this, his heavy form 
sunk down. As he sat awaiting for the

closely saw welts of fiesh on his abdo- 
men .rolling far over the edge 
of his. firmly drawn belt. It 
should not have heen’ the obe- 
sity of age, for the man _ tonight 
should be in the prime of hfs years. It 
was the distention surely following 
wine suppers and hot dinners of rich 
food. While sitting thus under the eyes 
of hundreds whose scrutiny was sharp- 
ened by their money being on the result, 
Sullivan was in turn studying his foe. 
In the opposite corner, out of which all 
victors in the Olympic Club have gone 
to victory, sat a beautiful specimen of 
human flesh and bone. Sullivan saw a 
smiling and confident face; he saw a 
neck that had poise and strength; he 
saw a chest deep enough to hold a bel- 
lows; he saw a pair of browned shoul- 
ders ‘where piles of muscles crept and 
glided beneath the skin. He beheld, 
outstretched upon the ropes, while the 
trainers did their service, a pair of 
arms as long as those of a windmill, 
bunched with lithe driving muscles 
with the bloodand nerve of youth. The 
champion beholds a foe whose figure 
was clean cut and rounded in its lines. 
There was no adipose to clog his lungs 
or burdenthe freedom of his actions. 
Like aracer wds Corbett, trim, solid, 
balanced physically at every point, un- 
less, indeed his long legs seemed a 
trifle light for the muscular shoulders 
and body. But those who doubted the 
power of lithe underlimbs could 
not know how like steel they had been 
tempered to bend without breaking un- 
der stress andtension. Doubles Sulli- 
van learned later what iron thews lay 
along the slender columns that held 
up the man. 

When the fight began Corbett came up 
prancing, verily prancing. He teetered 
about Sullivan like a carpet amateur, 
and while the crowd laughed, Sullivan 
smiled as though amused. So did Cor- 
bett. But one of them grew terribly 
serious before the night had yrown 
much older, while the other continued 
with a smile on his face,.and is smiling 
yet. As they came. up to the second 
round the crowd. was treated to what 
has gone down into history as ‘‘the Sul- 
livan rush.’’ His awful right flew out, 
but finding lodgment only for an instant, 
a glancing shot on the back of the cat- 
like fellow, who wheeled suddenly and 
slammed his left on the big man’s stom- 
ach. The crowd yelled. The cheers 
for his foe’s cleverness nettled the 
champion, though he smiled in a. de- 
risive way while Corbett laughed in his 
face. The spectacle was new to old- 
timers. Never before had they seen 
any man Jaugh in Sullivam’s face. 

So it went on. There was an on- 
slaught by the champion, but there was 
no teetering then. “Straight and swift 
as lightning Corbett’s left shot forth 
and landed with a shock on Sullivan’s 
jaw. Sullivan would brook no such 
liberties. .To be sure he had not yet 
landed a blow of any moment on Cor- 
bett, but after such an affront he would 


| kill his presumptuous foe. The big fel- 


low’s jaw closed, his lower lip ®*beeame 
pushed up against its fellow, ‘and the 
crowd cried, ‘‘See Sullivan's mug 
now!’? Corbett heeded the injunction. 
Again his right shot away and returned 
and—could it be’?—bl stained Sulli- 
van’s nose and trickled over his lips. 
Surely now he would grind Corbett to 
atoms, and he tried, but away flew Cor- 
bett’s left and right, landing squarely 
on the damaged nose again and again. 
The blows splashed the blood over Sul- 
livan’s face untilit was dripping with 
finid. Conldthis be?. Sullivan receiv- 
ing such ind gnities and permitting his 
assailant tolive’? Yet so it was. 
Another time the men lined up and 
Sullivan's face bore the prophecy of de- 
feat. His eyes were anxious; his face 
was pale; it had a surprised and trou- 
bled expression, and the conviction was 


being forced on the crowd that 
there was a possibility that Sul- 
livan was to go down. “Corbett 
continued to land on  Sullivan’s 


stomach, jaw and three times on his 
bleeding nose, that was growing pulpy. 

Again and again Sullivan led but failed 
and lurched forward with the force of 
his unlanded blows. Could it be that 
he was becoming weak while Corbett 
was unruffied! And so it was, and so it 
continued from round to round until, in 
the fifteenth, the bleeding chainpion 
betrayed clearly the outcome of it all. 
It was only a matter of time.

He knew it, and showed 
There came a clinch and a break, and 
as Sullivan heavily backed away Cor- 
bett rained his face with blows until it 
xas amass of blood and bruises.

The end was in the next, the twenty- 
first round. Sullivan hugged Corbett’s 
meck, but it cost him dearly, for the

clinch. Corbett shoved the champion 
off. .He staggered back and then began 
the final strokes. Corbett felt victory 
in his reach, and followed his man, 
slamming right and left on his nose, 
jaw, neck, eyes and mouth. Finally 
with a terrible swing, he knocked Sul- 
livan clear off his feet, and a moment 
later the champion that was lay flat on 
his back, still more or less covered with 
blond, and as he lay there his great 
frame was a dire picture of the fall of 
the great. The count of _ the 
referee began and Sullivan moved, 
rolled over, got on one knee and both 
hands, and essayed to rise, while Cor- 
bett advanced to punch him more should 
he succeed. But it was useless. The 
great bulk of what had been the cham- 
pion reeled and again went dqwn, and 
the ‘“‘Ten and out!’’ of the referee told 
the battle was over. 

A more pitiable sight than was the 
champion has me ney been seen in a 
prize ring. Corbett leaped up then and 
helped to lift liivan to his chair. 
Sullivan could not recognize him. His 
head rolled helplessly.. Corbett shook 
his handand he did not know it. His 
star had set; a new gue liad risen. 


BEFORE THE FIGHT. 
Intense Excitement Every where—The Men 
at the Ringside. 

New Or.eans, Sept. 7.—[By the As- 
sociated Press.] » The excitement which 
has prevailedin this city has had no 
parallel since the Italian assassins were 
lynched*eighteen months ago. There 
has been no subject of conversation dis- 
cussed in any quarter save the fistic 
event of the evening, sn which every 
portion of the country is more or less 
deeply interested. It apparently 
effected the outside world as deeply as 
it did the participants in the battle. 
Both Sullivan and Corbett were known 
to be in prime condition, and the great- 


est fight of the series was looked 
forwar to by all with keenness. 
‘There was a universal move in 


the direction of the Olympic Club 
even before the evening began 
to fail. Business men, lawyers 
and journalists took their dinners down 
town and had their vehicles. ordered 
early. They were willing to wait at 
the club, but they were unwilling to 
wastetime ingoing down. At 6 o'clock 
carriages were already heading down 
Cana) street, which was crowded with 
people, and vehicles were passing down 
the intersecting streets, the carriages 
reaching the scene of battle. Down in 
the neighborhood of the club for blocks 
and blocks carriages were strung along 
the curbstones and every street corner 
had a crowd. 

The Sullivan poople came to the club 
first. They took a carriage at the 
hotel before 7 o'clock and drove lei- 
surely down with a, string of hacks. 
Sullivan looked strong and determined. 
He walked with a jaunty arr and came 
in so easy with a line of people enter- 
ing at the time that few noticed him. 

Big Jim Corbett followed in the wake 
of the champion, coming in fifteen min- 
utes later. When his party pulled up 
front of the door the street was 
cleared and an avenue opened into the 
building. Corbett came in first with a 
light step and his face wreathed in 
smiles. The first sign of the contest 
for the championship of America came 
in the person of Police Captain Barrett, 
who went into the ring at five minutes 
before 9 o'clock. The scales upon 
which the gloves were weighed were 
laid beside the center of ‘the post. Ex- 
Mayor Guillotte, who acted as master 
of ceremonies, entered the arena a few 
minutes later and made a speech, warn- 
ing the spectators not to violate any 
of the rules of the club. 

Sullivan entered the ring first. 
was dressed in green trunks and black 
shoes and socks. He looked in perfect 
condition. Corbett followed a moment 
later, looking pale and finely drawn be- 
side his bulky antagonist. He wore an 
air of confidence, however. He smiled 
and nodded to his acquaintances around 
the ring, though he was said by some 
people to be a little nervous. 

Police Captain Barrett stepped to the 
center of the ring and presented Prof. 
John Duffy with a beautiful silver ice 
bowland ladel. John Donaldson and’Billy 
Delaney were announcéd as Corbett’s 
seconds with Bat Masterson as time- 
keeper. Charles Johnson and Jack Mc- 

uliffe were *the seconds for John L. 

Ullivan. Frank Moran was his time-

Fifth round—Sullivan stepped to the 
center with a smile, and Corbett 
touched his nose with his left. 
The champion tried to land his 
left on the stomach and the 
men clinched, Sullivan landing his first 


heavy right. Sullivan missed a fearful | 


left-hander and staggered forward from 
the force of the blow. Tha men boxed 
cautiously for an opening, and the 
champiou seemed eager for hot work. 
He followed his antagonist all around 
the ring. The first blood came from 
Sullivan's nose. The fighting was fast 
and furious, and Sullivan nearly fell on 
the ropes from left-hand jabs on the 
head.

Sullivan then made a vicious rush and 
Qorbett slapped him in the stomach 
with hjs left.

Thirteenth round—Jim was first up 
again and dodged the usual left lead 
from the champion.

Sullivan could not draw his antagonist 
on with his left-hand feints, and he 
barely touched his body with his left. 
The men stood up to each other until 
their toes touched. 

Fourteenth round—-The Californian’s 
stock was sky-high and he stepped 
right upto his opponent, although he 

ot a left one on the nose for his pains. 
Both landed good’ blows, Corbett with 
his left and Sullivan with his right, and 

both got heavy blows on the head. 
- Sullivan was pushed .back with a left. 
Again both men got in good lefts, 
though the first blow was the heavier of 
the two. Then Jim Jjanded on Sullivan's 
face and slipped away. Sullivan 
landed on the forehead, but in attempt- 
ing to land his left he fell into a corner, 
Corbett standing closely to his man. 
Honors were easy. 

Fifteenth round—Jim was first to the 
center. Sullivan made his famous rush 
and forced his man all over the ring, 
although he was nearly knocked down 
with a right. The men clinched and 
separated, Sullivan receiving a right on 
the ear. The latter landed his left on 
Jim's nose, but the champion’s stomach 
was uncovered and he _ received a 
heavy blow. Jim landed the usual left 
on the -head, but gota right on the 
body in geturn. Both men landed, and 
Sullivan attempted to land his right, 
but that and his left fell short, Corbett 
stepping away. Sullivan was now 
forcing matters, but carefully. He got 
a left on the nose that sent his head far 
back, although the champion landed 
lightly on the head. Both landed with 
their lefts, and Sullivan missed a vicious 
right for the body. Both received light 
lefts, and Jim recorded a heavy stom- 
ach punch as the round closed. : 

Sixteenth round—The round com- 

menced with a rally. Sullivan recajved 
alefton hisdial. He attempted a left 
lead for the head and Jim saved himself 
by pulling away. The champion’s head 
was pulled back. Sullivan landed 
heavily on the nose and stomach a mo- 
ment later. Jim looked very fresh as 
he punched the champion in the head 
and stoma¢éh. Sullivan received two 
good punches and Jim clinched. Dur- 
ing the lock Sallivan hit his opponent 
and the audience yelled ‘‘foul.”’ Cor- 
bett, however, refused to have victory 
_ that way. 
Seventeenth, round—Jim was first up, 
. looking none/the worse for wear. Svl- 
livan landed‘a good left, although his 
right for the body was far too short. 
Sullivan was breathing hard. Jim 
neatly avoided a left for the face, but 
sent his own fist home a moment later 
on Sullivan’s head. Sullivan's face was 
very red, and he received a left-hand 
swing in the stomach for coming too 
close. Both exchanged light lefts and 
boxéd foran opening. There was no 
severe punishment in this round. 

Eighteenth round—Jim was as usual 
the first to respond. A beautiful rally 
took place in the centerof the ring. Jim 
landedtwo stomach punches, but got 
two light punches on the head. A ter- 
rific left-hand jab on the nose was 
presented to John, and he got a hot one 
on the head for being too familiar. 
Jim’s left then found the champion's 
stomach and face and also his head. 
Later John landed a right punch on the 
ribs that sounded throughout the house, 
though he got a left swing in the 
stomach a moment later. Sullivan was 
extremely cautious, but he got four 
heavy rights on the face. This was de- 
cidedly Corbett's round. 

Nineteenth round—Both men were 
quick to respond. After they had 
boxed cautiously for a few seconds 
Sullivan landed, but Jim retaliated on 
the stomach and slipped away from a 
heavy right, and the champion looked 
tired. “ Sullivan’s left was continuously 
in motion. Seemingly the Californian 
was too clever for him and he laughed 
sarcastically at the champion as he 
leisurely boxed for an opening. Cor- 
bett landed two quick lefts in the stom- 
ach. Sullivan lost his temper from a 
staggering right, and rushed at his op- 
ponent, but looked like a beaten man. 

Twentieth round—Sullivan looked 
tired and his left fell very short. He 
was blowing hard and seemed very 
cautious, but was the same resolute, fe- 
roctous man of yore. Both exchanged 
rights and Sullivan was nearly knocked 
jown with a left on the stomach and a 
cighton the, head. Corbett was dead 
~ Zame and unburtsso far. Sullivan tried 
with his right, but received five clips 
on the head and stomach. The champi- 
on's knees were shaking and he seemed 
anable to defend himself.

PANIC ABATING 


New Yorkers Getting Over 
Cholera Panic. 


Confidence That the City Will Be 
Spared the Scourge. 


Passengers on Quarantined Steamers 
Complain Bitterly. 


The Pestilence Continues its fearful Rav- 
ages at Hamburg—Mundreds of the’ 
Corpses Awaiting Interment. 
Situation In France. 


New York, Sept. 7.--|By the Asso- 
ciated Press.} The weather is brighter, 
more frosty and more bracing than on 
any day since cholera made its appear- 
ance. Here in New York all feeling of 
aiarm has subsided as the work of 
cleaning and disinfecting goes on. Ex- 
Surgeon-General Hamilton said this 
afternoon that he thought cholera 


could be successfully kept from getting 
into New York. 


The tank ship Brilliant, which arrived 
from Hamburg on Sunday, was inspected 
and found all right by Dr. Talmadge 
and allowed to go up today. 

The steamer Wyoming, which arrived 
last night, was also boarded by Dr. Tal- 

She had 278 cabin and 368 
steerage passengers aboard. Among 
the steerage passengers were fifty Rus- 
sians, emigrants who dre liable to be 
detained some time. 

The Western Union's steamer left 
here this morning to lay a cable to 
Swinburne Island, which will be in 
direct connection with this city. 

The City of New York arrived ‘today 
at quarantine. She will probably be 
detained for a few days. This after- 
noon Dr. Depew, on the City of New 
York, sent his compliments to Dr. Jen- 
kins and regretted that the Health Of- 
ficer had not been able to board the 
Inman linérin person. Dr. Jenkins re- 
plied by the following message: 


and my regrets that I must detain him 4 
his ship until tomorrow at least. 

The Waesland, which arrived this 
morning, had on board 102 cabin and 
465 steerage passengers. They were 
all in good kealth. On the City of New 
York there were 527 first cabin, 185 
second and 427 steerage passengers.

John G, Whittier, 

The telegraph informs us that John 
Greenleaf Whittier, the poet, died 
peacefully yesterday at Hampton Falls, 
N. 

lie was born of Quaker parents at 
East Haverhill, Mass., on the 17th of 
December, 1807, and was, consequently, 
in his eighty-fifth year. He was to the 
end of his days a consistent member of 
the Society of Friends. 

With Whittier passes away the last 
of that qudrtette of, hitherto, the 
greatest American poets—Bryant, 
Longfellow, Whittier, and Lowell. We 
know not what the future poetic genius 
of our country may develo, but the 
fourmen who have made a name for 
themselves wherever the English lan- 
guage isspoken are those whose names 
have just been given. They were all 
bornin Massachusetts, even Longfel- 
low, whose birthplace was in that part 
of. Massachusetts then known as the 
“District of Maine,’? which was not 
separated from the Bay State until 
1820. All four of these kings of 
American song lived beyond ‘three 
score years fod ten,’’ andall began to 
sing in their teens songs that will live 
as long as the English language, and 
each one wrote poems the very year of 


their death» The Atlantic Monthly for 


September, ..1892, contains a _ noble 
tribute from Whittier to Holmes, writ- 
ten only four weeks ago. 

It may be truly said that Whittier 
was the most American of Ameriéan 
poets. He had fewer’advantages than 
any of his peers of songy but, perhaps, 
he had more of the ‘divine afflatus.”’ 
Bryant, Longfellow and Lowell had the 
berefits of aclassic education and of 
foreign travel, while Whittier had 
neither the advantages of a_gollege 
course nor of that greater pe or 
foreigntravel. He never left the shores 
of North America. In his “Last Walk 
in Autumn’’ he refers to his untrav- 
elledness when he says, 

“I know not how in other lands 

The changing seasons come and go; 

What splendors fall on Syrian 

W nat purple lights on Alpine snow."’ 
Still, he recognizes that the power of 
the imagination can make one a trav- 
elled man, for, in the same poem, he 
tells us how he has journeyed abroad: 

“Yet on life’s current he who drifts 

Is one with him who rows or sails; 

Anda he who wanders widest lifts 

No more of beauties jealous veils 

Than he who from his doorway sees 

The miracle of flowers and trees, 

Feel&S the warm Orient in the noonday air, 


And from cloud minarets hears the sunset 
call to prayer.”’ 


Those who are acquainted with his 
poems will find that many of them are 
on old world themes, and involve a 
minute knowledge not only of foreign 
countries, but of towns, cities, and of 
smail localities in those lands: He is 
never caught tripping even in the 
smallest detail. His power of imagina- 
tion, together. with his reading, made 
him exceedingly familiar with foreign 
lands. More than a generation ago a 
lady from the city of Jean Jacquez Rous- 
seau and of Sismondi asked Whittier if 
he had ever been to Switzerland. 
He modestly replied: ‘‘No, I=have 
never been there, but'’—and his 
large black eves dilated with a wonder- 
iul sparkle—‘I] have.seen the Alips!’’ 
Therefore he, by his powerful imagina- 
tion, overcame the disadvantages aris- 


| ing from the want of foreign travel. 


As to his poems on American-themes, 
some English critics have placed him 
first because he has written more truly 
in regard to the people of America and 


their environment, both moral and nat- 


ural, than any other of his compeers. 
And,.yet he. perhaps, of all our poets 
has been the most wanting in personally 


putting himself forward, either at home. 


or abroad, or in taking care of his po- 
etic children. He did notknow until 
1857 that a fine edition of his poems 
had been published in England. Whit- 


tier’s beautiful ‘poem entitled in his 


works ‘‘The Vaudois Teacher,’’ was as 
familiar as a household word with the 
Waldenses (the Vaudois) of Northern 


Italy, and among the Protestants of 
| France. 


It has since been translated 
into Italian, and committed by heart by 
all the Italian Protestants. “it had be- 
come classic in French without the au- 
thor’s name attached, and yet Whittier 
knew nothing of this foreign tribute to 
his genius until an article in the Boston 
Saturday Evening Gazette made bim 
aware of it. 

From his own lips and from bis sister, 
Elizabeth’s, Bev. J. C. Fletcher of Los 
Angeles, who knew him for forty years, 
learned many things of his life. He in- 
form:d Mr. Fletcher in one of their 
conversations that at-the age of eight- 
een he taught school in East Haverhill, 
and he added: “I think many of my 


And faith has still its Olivet, 


scholars knew as much, or more than I 


did." He has told us his boyhood story 
in ‘‘The Bare-foot Boy,’’ and in “Snow 
Bound.” While he derived from “his 
mother a rich poetic inheritance, he 
tells ts in his poem entitled, ‘‘Burns,’’ 
with the subtitle of ‘On Receiving a 
Sprig of Heather in Blossom.’’ how his 
poetic nature was developed from the 
day when, for the firs# time, he read 
the Scottish poet, and 


‘Sang with Burns the hours away 
- Forgetful of the meadow."’ 


Whittier was a farmer's son, and 
thus, perhaps, so easily caught the 
spirit of and entered into sympathy 
with Burns, whom he more closely re- 
sembies than any other poet which 
America has produced. 

One portion of his poems tells the 
story of his life.when it cost something 
fora man to declare himself an ‘abo- 
litionist. He struck strong’ and sturdy 
blows at the very root ot slavery. His 
Quaker principles would make him 
take the side of the slave, but while 
thousands of the Society of Friends 
held the same views none of them 
voiced anti-slavery sentiments and sent 
them ringing and singing red hot from 
the anvil as did Whittier. Lowell, in 
in his ‘‘Fable on the Critics,”’ published 
in 1848, says of Whittier: 

‘There was ne‘era man born who had more 
of the swing 

Of the true lyric bard and all that sort of 
thing.” 

And then, in reference to Whittier's 
anti-slavery poems, Lowell declares 
that 

‘Our Quaker leads off in metaphorical fights 

For reform and whatever they call human 
rights 

Both singing and striking in front of the 


war 
And hitting his foes with the mallet of 
Thor.”’ 


While he was so deep in earnest in 
this crusade, he never lost his, Christian 
faith in the darkest hours. In this he 
was one with his friends William Lloyd 
Garrison and Wendell Phillips, and did 
not run into infidelity like Clapp and 
some other old-time abolitionists. His 
anti-slavery poems answered their pur- 
pose and their times, and, perhaps, 
hereafter will be read less than any 
other of his compositions, although 
many of them are of fine poetic quality. 

Whittier was not only a profound 
American patriot in every sense of the 
word, taking a deep interest in the po- 
litical status of the little town of Ames- 
bury, where he lived so long, in the 
politics of Massachusetts and of the 
Union, but he took a warm interest in 


world. The upheaving of Europe in 
1848 enlisted his deepest sympathy, as 
may be seen in his lines to Kossuth, the 
Hungarian patriot, to Garibaldi, and 
others.

As to his religious views, they are 
most clearly stated in his poems.

In his religion he was one of those 
who, to use his own language in one, of 
his poems, *‘wrestled with 
“My Soul’ is as deep in its heart 
searchings as anything in Thomas A. 
Kemper. ‘‘My Psalm,’’ Eternal 
Goodness,’ ‘‘Our Master’’ and_others— 
parts of which are found in all our 
hymn books--not only show where 


Whittier’s trust on earth was, but that | 


he had in his heart 
“Immortal love, forever full, 

Forever flowing free;"’ 
and that, as he shows, salvation by. 
Christ is 


‘‘No fable old, nor mythic iore. 


No dead fact stranded on the’shore 
Of the oblivious years, 

But warm, sweet, tender, even yet 
A present help is He; 


And love its Gaililee.’’ 
Whittier’s first and only love was a 
sweet Quaker maiden, which the few 
initiated could point out in three of bis 
poems. Thathe knew experimentally 


| how to write of love, any one may see 


by reading that sweet New England 
idyl, ‘‘Among the Hills,”’ - 

He had naturally the highest, holiest 

regard for woman, but that regard was 
cultivated to the highest degree by the 
companionship of his noble mother and 
sister. He never sneered at progress of 
any kind, but was always a kind and 
healthful common sense pgomoter of 
every good cause. 
The place he. will hold as a poet. pos- 
terity willdetermine. Much will doubt- 
less be sifted, but there are some of his 
poems that will never die. * ‘‘Maud Mul- 
ler,’’ **The Red River Voyageur, ‘‘The 
Eternal Goodness,”’ ‘Among the Hills,’’ 
‘Snow Bound’) and many others will 
ever give delight and will bless man- 
kind. 


A True Democracy, i 

The deplorable condition into which 
politics has drifted in the United States, 
nore especially in the large cities of 
the country, has led thinking men, who 
have the welfare of their country at 
heart, to devote much time to the in- 
vestigation of the causes of this unfor- 
tunate state of affairs, and many rem- 
edies are being suggested, some -of 
which contain practical ideas of value, 
while others are chimerical. 


It is interesting in this connection to 
note what,other, countries are doing in, 
this direction. The Swiss republic has 
for 500 years been a republic in fact as 
wellasin name. It hag grown, if any- 
thing, more democratic from year to 
year. In atleast one canton the vot- 
ing is viva voce, in the open air, all 
male inhabitants over the age of 21, 
not incapacitated by crime, taking 
part. In several cantons they have the 
cumulative income tax, an excellent 
measure, Which causes the burden of 
taxation to fall most heavily on those 
who can best afford it. 

An interesting work which has just 
appeared, entitled the ‘Rise of the 
SwissRepublic,” describes, among other 
things, two bold innovations adopted by 
Switzerland in recent years, known 2s 
the Initiative and the Referendum. 
The Referen.ium means that laws and 
resolutions framed by the representa- 
tives must be submitted to the people 
for acceptance or rejection. The peo- 
ple neat demanded the right of propos-

ing measures themselves} this is the 
Initiative. or the right of any voters, or 
body of voters, to initiate proposals for 
the enactment of new laws, or for the 
alteration or abolition of existing laws. 

The Swiss have thus discovered the 
solution of one of the great political 
/problemsof the age;. how to enable 
great masses of people to govern them- 
selves directly. Under this system 
politics ceases to be a trade and the 
lobbyist’s occupation is gone. Second 
houses, such as the Senate, might be 
abolished altogether. The people con- 
stitute a second house, in which every 
bill must find its tinal verdict. 

Other couatries might learn many 
valuable lessons from the sturdy little 
Alpine republic.

Senator Cullom Opens the Ball 
in Illinois. 


Vermont’s Republican Majority as 
Big as First Stated. 


San Diego County Democrats Com- 
plete Their Ticket. 


Ex-Senator Henry W. Blair Nominated for 
Congress in New Hampshire—A 
Peopie’s Party Ticket in 
the Bay State.

Jouret (Ill.,) Sept. 7.—[By the Asso- 
ciated Press.]| Senator Shelby M. Cul- 
lom of Illinois made his first speech of 
the campaign, as the exponent of Re- 
publican principles, at the Chautauqua 
grounds this afternoon. There was a 
large crowd in attendance and the 
speech was much applauded. 

The tariff question was the principal 
subject of the discussion, the Senator 
stating that for once the Democratic 
party bas declared frankly its position 
on the question of free trade. The 
issue is now fairly made up and in this 
campaign the two-parties go to the 
country to discuss, upon its merits, the 
question of free trade vs. protéction. 
After 100 years of tariff legislation, 
much of it undér Democratic adminis- 
trations, the Democrats suddenly dis- 
cover and declare in their platform that 
it is unconstitutional to shape the tariff 
act’so’as to give protection to American 
manufactures, while securing the neces- 
sarv revenue tocarry on the Govern- 
ment. The Democratic platform found 
hearty commendation from the English 
and European press generally, but 
would not meet the approvai of the 
American people for whom it is the 
function of the American Congress to 
legislate. 

Senator Cullom at great length dis- 
cussed the benefits that have accrued 
from the present tariff to the wage- 
earners of the United States, and 
showed by comparison how it had grad- 
ually reduced the cost of living. , Allud- 
ing to tin plate, he declared that under 
the protection of the McKinley bill 13,- 
646,000 pounds of tinware had been 
produced in the United States during 
the year ending June 3 last. Farmers 
sometimes complained of protection, 
but the surest method of advancing the 
prices of all farm produce and crops is 
through the diversity of labor so as to 
produce home consumption of Amer- 
ican products. The establishment of 
new industries and manufactures by 
protection is the solation. 

In conclusion Senator Cullom paid a 
glowing tribute to James G.. Blaine as 
the author of the system of reciprocity, 
and denounced Democratic pretensions 
on that subject. He ..s0 arraigned the 
Democratic party as being, according 
to their present platform, in favor of 
the abolition of national banks and the 
return to the old State bank system. 
They would discard the 100 cent na- 
tional currency and return to the red- 
dog and wildcat State currency. The 
Republican party favors the mainte- 
nance of the present system, under which 
no man ever lost a dollar by having 
national bank notes in his pocket.

SHOCKING AFFAIR. 


A Family Feed in Indiana Calminates in 
Two Murders. 

BLOOMINGTON Sept. 7.—[By the 
Associated Press.] A terrible affray 
occurred at Payne, this county, at 1 
o’clock this morning, in which two men 
were killed, one at the hands of his 
son-in-law and the other by the enraged 
daughter of the first victim. Shortly 
after midnight Richard Wright and his 
daughter were awakened by a shout a 
short distance from them. They recog: 
nized the voice as that of the old man’s 
son-in-law, Dole Judah, and the old man 
went to the door and started toward the 
fence when a shot was fired by Judah. 
Wright ran into the house, secured an 
ax and started toward Judah, where a 
terrific struggle ensued. The old man 
was shot three times, once in the head 
and twice in the neck. During the 
struggle and while Judah was on 
Wright, the old man called for his 
daughter to knock Judah off with the 
ax. The daughter secured the ax, and 
just as Judah shot the last time, she 
struck him a terrific blow on the back 
of the head, killing him instantly, and 
both men lay dead on the grass. Judah 
was in Bloomington last night and was 
drinking heavily. He had trouble with 
his wife that afternoon and it is sup- 
posed he went to her father’s with the 
intention of killing the old man and 
also. his wife, but his wife was not 
there. Wright was about 60 years old 


and Judah 35 years and a hard char- 
acter.

Transcontinental passenger rates 
bave received another shock. The 
latest move of the Santa Fé to meet the 
rates made’ by competing lincs on ac- 
count of the Grand Army Encampment 
at Washington, will ptove a bombshell 
in the ranks of rival roads. As stated 
inthis paper yesterday, a round trip 
rate of $84.50 to Washington had 
been made over the Southern Pacific, 
Burlington ‘and connecting roads, 
against’ the rate of $86.75 which had 
been announced by the Santa Fé. Ac- 
cording to a private telegram received 
last night from Chicago the Santa Fé 
has dropped its rate to $84.50 to meet 
the cut, and has made concessions that 
will throw dismay into the camp of the 
enemy. The tickets at the rate of 
$84.50 forthe round trip to Washing- 
ton will be on sale from the 10th to 
the 15th inclusive, and be good for re- 
turning until October 81. These 
tickets for the portion of the ride east 
of ‘he river, are not to be of the “‘iron- 
clad’’ form, with description and signa- 
ture. This will enable people to utilize 
the cheap rate to Toledo, Pittsburgh, 
Philadelphia or any other interior point, 
it not being necessary for the passenger 
to g9 to Washington at all. The ex-

THE GREEN GOODS SWINDLE. 


The City Being Flooded With the Seduc- 
tive Circulara 

The Eastern gréen-goods men are 
again flooding the Coast with their se- 
ductive circulars, and as usual Los An- 
geles has received her share of this 
sort of literature. Many of the best 
and most prominent citizens, including 
some of the clergy of the city, have, 
within the past few days, received cir- 
culars addressed in the most confiden- 
tial manner and offering opportunities 
to make unlimited fortunes at a com- 
paratively insignificant outlay. Some 
of these letters have found their way 
into the hands of Chief Glass, who de- 
sires to warn all unsuspecting persons 
and would-be confederates of these 
accomplished criminals. Among ‘the 
first to inform the police was 
Rev. J. W. Campbell of the First 
Methodist’ Church, who was one 
of the many favored with these 
‘‘confidential’’ communications. In all 
the chief has no less than thirty-five of. 
the circulars, the parties to whom they 
were addressed having at once upon 


their receipt turned them over to the 


authorities. 

The letters in every case are the same, 
and differ from the regulation green 
goods letter only in one particular... It 
is usual to inclose an alleged newspaper 
clipping giving an account of the mys- 
terious disappearance of some plates 
used for the printing of bank notes. 
In this instance, however, the clippings 
are omitted, the writer of the letter, 
who signs himself ‘‘W. E. Graham, New 
York,”’ claiming to be an old man 75 
vears gf age anda former employé in 
the office where these. 'bank notes were 
issued. Being an expert engraver he 
says that he made a-set of duplicate 
plates, the product of which he is now 
putting upon the market at terms so 
alluringly advantageous to the agent, ° 

It is imposssble to say how many per- 
sons have received these letters but it 
is certain that the number is very large 
and also that many of the victims 
will bite at the bait and in turn 
be bitten, the extent of their 
luss being determined entirely by 
the amount invested. The game is 
such an old one and is becoming so 
well known among intelligent people 
who read.the papers, that the New 
York police no longer pay attention to 
the gang except when afforded a rare 
opportunity. to. capture and convict 
some of them, and then only with in- 
different success.

THE WORLD'S FAIR. 


Regular Meeting ef the ef the Southern Califor- 
nia Association. ~ 

The regular meeting of the Southern 
California World’s Fair Association was 
held atthe rooms of the Chamber of 
Commerce yesterday at 2 o’clock. W. 
C. Kimball occupied the chair, and 
Frank Wiggins acted as secretary. The 
other members present were Messrs. 
Bundy, Crafts, Jones, Fish, Wells, and 
Mosher. 

After the reading of the minutes of 
the last meeting the reports of standing 
committees were made. 

The Committee on World's Fair Lit- 
erature, through Mr. Fish, read a com- 
munication from Mr, Holt relative to 
publishing one issue of the ‘Orange 
Belt’’ on the resources of Southern Cal- 
ifornia, to be prepared under the direc- 
tion of the association, the same to be 
distributed at the World’s Fair in quan- 
tities to suit the association. This was 
referred to the Committee on Litera- 
ture. 

Communications were also read from 
San Diegocounty, Orange county, Los 
Angeles county and Ventura county ad- 
vocating the publishing of a pamphlet 
embracing tbe interests of the six south- 
ern counties by the Southern California 
World's Fair Association. 

The Committee on Citrus Trees re- 
ported the addition of twenty-four or. 
ange trees to the list since the last 
meeting, and stated that all trees thus 
far in boxes Were doing well. ‘ 

A communication from>Mr. Samuels 
stating that one acre of ground in the 
horticultural department was intended 
exclusively for an orange grove and he 
desired that 200 large bearing orange 
trees be prepared for this one feature. 
The committee stated that thus far 234 
orange, lemon, lime and citrus trees 
varying in size from four to twelve feet, 
had been boxed, but toGomply with Mr. 
Samuel's request and make a uniform 
orchard it would require at least 100 
more citrus tree. The committee also 
reported that the probabilities were 
that Southern California would have tu 
furnish all the citrus trees for the court 
display, as no report had been received 
that the northern part of the State was 
doing anything inthis line. San Ber- 
nardino county was instructed to take 
up ten more large orange trees at High- 
lands. It was the sense of the Citrus 
Tree Committee that it would-be unsafe 
to ship citrus trees. to Chicago this fall.

The Men Had Sized Him Up Long Before 
He Led Them Toward the Knoll, 
. [The New York Sun.} 

After the first year of the war the 
rank and file sized up at officer on his 
merits within ten minutes of the open- 
ing of a battle. No matter how much 
they saw of him in camp no verdict wan, 
rendered until he had been tried by fire. 
While every man isa part of a great 
machine in battle, the rank and file 
moves only as directly commanded. 
We depended not on cach other, but on 
the man in command. He must be 
brave; he must be cool; he must have 
good judgment. He must know when 
he is whipped and how to retreat to the 
best advantage. 

Many oflicers made the mistake of try- 
ing to pass off bravado for the genuine 
article. For instance, they talked in 
loud tones, not thinking that the sharp- 
eared men could detect the tremor of 
their voices. If ballets and shelis were 
fiving over the lines they would control 
their nerves and not duck and dodge. 
When they looked around for admira- 
tion they saw faces wearing signs of 
doubt. 

‘He is holding himself up—he’s no 
good!’’ was the criticism against such 
an officer, and it always had a good 
foundation. 


Nobody had any sympathy fora ro 


vate who became rattled, althoug 
was not always a sign of cowardice, eae 
there was never a more pitifal sight 
than the spectacle of acaptain break- 
ing down on the battlefield. Watch 
him as the regiment suddenly receives 
the order to move bythe right. fank’ 
from the shelter of the hill into an open 
field to fillagap. It’s his first fight. 
In camp he has been a bulldozer and a 
martinet. Back there with ‘the re- 
serves, safe from the missiles of war, he 
has folded his arms and assumed theat- 
tical poses, talked very loudly, handle@ 
his sword and examined his revolvers, 
Other captains have watched him and 
perhaps envied his nerve, but the men 
have muttered to each other. 

‘“‘He’s too cgol—too much show. 
Wait!”’ 

As we move out a shell comes scream- 
ing over our heads and a manis struck 
by a bullet. Ourcaptain grows white- 
faced and looks uneasily about him. 
There’s a single gun on a knoll to our 
right as we fillthe gap. If it is sup- 
ported we cannot see the infantry. It 
is a glorious opportunity fora hundred 
men to distinguish themselves. 

‘Capt. Blank, take your company and 
bring back that gun,’’ shouts the colonel 
as he rides up. 

“Attention. Co. B! 
right—march!”’’ 

Is that the voice of our captain? It 
is, bnt it is so changed that no man car 
identify it. His lips are as white as one 
lying dead for a day, and he drags his 
feet as ifthere was no spring to his 
knees. There are ninety-two of us. We 
leave almost 900 men in the lines, each 
one hoping for our success, but each 
one a critic.

and our captain falls flat on his face. 
He leaps up to wave his sword in a fran- 
tic way and shout for us to charge. We 
do notobey.

SAN BERNARDINO. 

When Mrs. Louis Megil returned from 
Colton yesterday forenoon to her home on 
C street near Fourth, she found everything 
in readiness for the beginning of dinner, 
but Maria Martinez, the gifl who has been 
in her employ for some time, was not at her 
place inthe kitchen preparing the noon 
‘meal. Mrs. Megil thought this strange, 
and started at once to ascertain the cause. 
Going at once to the girl's little bedroom, 
she was horrified upon opening the door to 
see the girl lying stretched upon the floor, 
her head resting in a pool of blood and the 
blood still cozing trom a ghastly wound in 
the head near the right temple. Beside 


revolver. The bedroom is a small one, and 
one descends a stepin passing from the 
main room into it. 

In one corner of the room was the girl's 
bed, not yet made up for the day, and upon 
the mussed bedding were some spatters of 
blood. In another cormer was the bureau, 
before which Maria Martinez, the dead girl, 
evidently stood and looked in the glass to 
fire the fatal shot. Stretched from the 
bureau to the bed; the head slightly under 
the edge of the bed, and one foot resting 
upon a knob of the bureau drawer, lay the 
dead form ofthe girl. Beside her was the re- 
yolver and in the middle of the floor.a great 
.pool of blood. 

» Why the deed was committed is not 
khown detinitelv, but it is thought that a 
man who had shown her  con- 
siderable attention had been criminally 
intimate and’ then had refused her 
‘entreaties to marry hér and thus save her 
from the disgrace which she knew was 
about to come upon ber did he not do so. 
Maria was a comely Mexican girl of 19 and 
was very cheerful in ber disposition. Dur- 
ing the Coroner’s inquest the statement 
was made by Mrs. Megil that a man leftthe 

iri’s room about 5 o'clock this morning, 
Gat she did not know who it was. Another 
witness stated that a man wearing a straw 
hat left the house soon after the shot was 
heard, but it was not known who it was. 
As the shot was in the house and no dis- 
turbance followed, the half dozen or fewer 
people who heard it thought nothing of it. 
The pistol was an old and well worn one 
and but one chamber wasempty. Although 
the reports of there having been a man at 
the house at or near the time the pistol shot 
was fired, it is generally believed that it 
was a suicide. The Coroner's jury had not 
returned a verdict last evening.

Ward Named tor Clerk and Lopez 
for Auditor. 


Bray Nominated for Recorder on the 
First Ballot, 


While Walker Captures the Nomination 
tor Tax Collector—Mr. Knox and the 
. Union League—Scenes and In- 
cidents During the Day. 


The second day of the Republican 
County Convention. was a tame affair 
from a Democratic standpoint, for there 
was not asingle dispute of any kind on 
the floor: The delegates, to all outward 


in a mantle of harmony that nothing 
seemed able to cause them to throw to 
one side, 

The reform advocates were out in 
force and wore the same air of confi- 
dence in their power that distinguished 
them on the first day. 

Several attempts were made by the 
handful of ring delegates to talk the 
‘‘pumpkin-rollers’’ over to their side, but 
the country delegates stood firm. They 
have been clamoring for reform so long 
thatthey cannot be influenced even by 
promises to give them everything in 
sight, and it is almost certain that they 
will stand by the reform delegates from 
the city as long -as those gentlemen 
treat the.n with any kind of fairness. 

Shortly before the convention was 
called to order in Turaverein Halli at 
10 o’clock yesterday morning there was 
a move set on foot to open with prayer, 
but for some reason no motion to that 
effect was made on the floor of the con- 
vention and nothing more was said 
about the matter. 

One of the principal features of the 
convention is the fact that ladies can be 
present without being compelled to 
listen to language not fit for their ears, 

Over 100 ladies took advantage of 
this state of affairs yesterday and occu- 
pied seats on the stage. They seemed 
to take a deep interest in the workings 
of the convention. 

The first contest of the day was when 
the nomination of County Clerk came 
up. Before the nominating speeches 
were concluded it could-be seen that 
the incumbent, T. H. Ward, was the 
choice of the convention. The other 
candidates saw this and gracefully drew 
out of the fight. 

The contest over the nomination of a 
candidate for County Auditor was a 
long and stubborn one, for the reason 
_ that the country had a candidate in the 
person of T. A. Lewis’of Santa Monica, 
and they stood by him to the bitter end 
and made one of the hardest fights ever 
witnessed in a local convention. A. B. 
Conrad and Charles T. Parsons with- 
drew early inthe fight, but Mr. Lewis's 
backers held to him until six ballots 
had been taken, when Mr. Lewis re- 
tired with flying colors, and should he 
ever come before the convention again 
he will certainly get what he wants. 

This left Gen Rollins and Mr. Lopez 
in the field, and one of the warmest 
little fights of the day was soon under 
full headway. 

Gen. Rollins led after the second bal- 
lot, which was taken just after the noon 
recess, and his friends were confident 
from the first that he would be the 
choice of the convention as soon as the 
country delegates saw that they eould 
not bring the reformers from the city 
over to their man Lewis, but in this 
they were mistaken, for while the 
seventh ballot was very. close, it was 
evident that all of the country dele- 
gates did not not come over to the re- 
formers and Mr. Lopez was chosen 
by a majority of four. : 

DELEGATE KNOX’S BREEZE. 

When George W. Knox got the floor 
for the purpose of indorsing Arthur 
Bray he created one of the sensations 
of the evening by referring to the 
Union League and Mr. Kelly. He was 
hissed by the friends of the league, 
and had it not been for the prompt 
action of the chair it is possible that a 
gencral row would have taken. place. 

The next sensation of the evening 
was when the news of the Sullivan 
knock-out reached the hall. The chair 
did not knaw what the trouble was 
until he was informed by a newcomer 
that he could not keep the audience 
gniet until hehad announced that the 
Califoruia boy had* just knocked the 
Boston bully out in the twenty-first 
round. The Chair took the advice and 
it acted like a charm, for during the 
rest of the speech-making the andience 
was so quiet that a pin could have been 
heard to fall in the far end of the hall.

Some were lying, some standing and 
others walking back and forth like senti- 
nels watching over a sleeping army. Noise- 
lessly we crept back, and ifaking a wide 
detour we surrounded them. The sun 
was well up by this time, and as it shone 
upon the frost inerusted boughs of the 
spruce they shone and sparkled like clus- 
ters of diamonds. The peaks are warmed 
with a glow of sunlight, and are tinged 
with a golden halo. It was a scene of 
marvelous grandeur and beauty. A signal

The snow 
around is covered a bright crimson, and 
this magnificent animal, which a few mo- 
ments ago walked proudly at the head of 
his band, summons all his effort for a great 
leap and falls over dead. . The band thus 
suddenly deprived of a leader stands wa- 
vering for a momeny and then breaks 
apart; and one part rnus up our hillside 
while the others go the other way. Now 
is the chance for the junter, and we, who 
are above him, look with eager expectancy 
to see him acceptit. He rushes forward 
just as the elk, seeing that they are sep- 
arated, turn and tmne together again like 
the wings of a great. army. 

He is in the very midst of them, and 
they, bewildered by the shooting, jump 
first ove way and then the other all around 
him. But this man; who a moment before 
could kill‘an elk the first shot, is now suf- 
fering from a severe attack of “buck 
ague.” It istoo much for his nerves, and 
he shoots fast an wild. He keeps up this 
fusilade until ‘is cartridges are gone. 
Thirty shots and. he has not drawn blood. 
The elks come totheir senses and sweep 
off down the guich out of range. We had 
lots of fun twitting this hunter about his 
good marksmanship, but there are lots of 
good henters who get ‘rattled’ when they 
are in the midst of a band of elk; some of 
which could be killed with a butcher 
knife. The tactics of the pot bunter are 
to kill the Jeader of a band of elk, and 
then they will often stand until they are 
all shot down.—C. H. Leckenby in Denver 
Sun.

New Mexico's First Givens, 

I was living in Albuquerque, N. M.. 
when tho first circus struck that country. 
Few people in that country at that time 
either spoke or read the English language. 
Cole came to the ‘country with his show 
and soon learned thatthe natives did not 
read anything but Spanish. He had his 
cuts with him ahd the office with which I 
was connocted took them and put in the 
reading matter in Spanish. The church in 
that section at that time ruled everrthing, 
as it does today. Cole was advised of that 
fact and was told that he would ‘have to 
get the clergy to indorse his show before 
the laymen would patronize it. He em- 
ployed couriers to take the bills and go 
into the country with them and givo them 
to the priests. Atthesame time he sent 
to cach priest complimentary tickets to 
the show. 

The result was that the priests talked 
favorably of the coming exhibit and two 
or three days before the circus spread its 
tents in Albuquerque the natives began to 
arrive from the interior and camped gut 
all about the town. I never saw such a 
motley assembly before or since, And 
while the circus remaincd—I have forgot- 
ten how long it was—the natires staid, and 
& more enthusiastic audience-ho circus 
ever had, I will venture to assert, I wil! 
also venture the assertion that Cole was 
the first and only circus man to interest 
the church in behalf of his show in order 
to draw a crowd.—Chicago Tribune, 


Tea Drinking in Japan.: 
Tea was first introduced into Fapan by 
a Buddhist saint, Dangyo Daishi, about 


beginning of the Ninth century. But 
its cultivation made no progress until the 


Abbot Myoe laid out some plantations at 
Toga-no-o, and afterward at Uji, which 
are yet the most celebrated in Japan, 
Though it was freely drank and used 
among the upper classes, Mr. Chamber- 
lain, whois an authority, does not think 
the custom was at all universal among 
the lower classes until the Seventeenth 
century. 

The first tea drinking was indulged in 
by the Zen sect of Buddhists, simply with 
the intention of keeping themselves awake 
during their midnight devotiorms. The 
first aristocratic tea drinker of whom 
there is any record is Monamoto Sane- 
tomo, a shogun, who lived ‘in the Thir- 
teenth century. Esai, a Buddhist abbot, 
tried to reclaim him from his intemperate 
habits by inducing him to drink tea 
instead of sake. The. enthusiastic abbot 
drew tip Tules to govern the ceremony, 
which naturally he made religious. First 
caine a very plain, frugal meal, then a serv- 
ice consisting of worshiping departed 
ancestors, thie noisy beating of drums and 
much burning of incense, Esai also pub- 
lished a book in which he clearly explains 
how tea benefits the “five viscera’’—the 
heart, liver, lungs, kidneys and intestines 
—and its influence against oni, or denmous. 

Owing to the abbot’s introduction of tne 
plant and his zeal for its use it is fashiona- 
ble for real enthusiasts to join his sect (the 


Zens), and it is the abbot of Daitokuji 


from whom credentials of proficiency in 
the mysteries are obtained.—San Fran 
cisco Call.
